ally believed that Mr. Piatt and Mr. 
HAn&a have arranged a program and 
th^t Roostrelt will not be nominated. 

'Philadelphia, June 19. — The vice 
preaidential Issue appeared to be as 
■lach InTOlved as It bad ever been. 
Notwithstaadinf the declaration of 
Governor Rooserelt and tbe confident 
predictions of Senator Hanna's friends 
during the night that tbe Roosevelt 
■tampede bad been met and turned, the 
liaders woke up on tlio oponing Jay of 
tin convention in a half dazed condi- 
l&ib over the uncertainty and conflict 
•till existing. The local papers gave 
prominence to tbe idea that tbe Roose- 
relt statement was lucking In that de- 
lIlirtAiiss and force of expression of 
Which the governor is a mastar When 
lie desires to be exact 

This, added to the doubt of mind 
among delcg'atefi and the crowd in gen- 
eral, tended to give the Roosevelt 
movement another infusion of energy, 
even the governor himself waa various- 
ly quoted, some of the expressions 
amounting to a decliratlon that his 
statement must not be taken as a de- 
ellaatlon, and that ha woaM stand if 
OMtftM. 

One of tbe reported interviews, said 
to have occurred at 11 p. m., long after 
the governor's statement and after the 
New York fbd PmnsylTanla eaueuses, 
waa as follows: 

"GW^rnOr, tbe story la current that 
you have said your statement elimi- 
nates you from tbe race for vice presi- 

dfUer?" 

Gbvefbor Roosevelt is slad to have 
replied with exceeding warmth: "I 
have said nothing of the kind. " 

This answer is variously construed, 
buti^t all eveiits it adds to tbe uncer- 
tainty in the minds of those wlio are 
about to frame the ticket. 

Still another statement, purporting 
to- give the exact words of Governor 
RooeeyAIt 'to Jose'pb H. Ifanley, of 
Maine is as follows: 

"I will tell you that this is final. Ab- 
solutely nothing can induce me to ac- 
oept the nomination. You can consid- 
ar thla kft 'iay flaal word. I will not 
permit the convention to be stampeded 
Cor me." 

In another reported interview Gover- 
nor Roosevelt is said to have declared, 
attar bU foraial atateiMBt, that be 

would not consider a movement com- 
ing from New York or Philadelphia or 

from the states near New York, but 
would bow to tbe will of tbe west and 
■oath. 

So far as Mr. Hanna and Mr. Piatt 
are concerned, it is understood that the 
Ohio man takes tbe position that Gov- 
•mor Roosevelt's statement must be 
•eeepted la good fklth as meaning that 
he is oiit of tbe race, while Mr. Piatt,, 
without going Into details, halntains^ 
aimply that Roosevelt will ba the nom- 
inee of the convention. 

Secretary Long's Tlea preeldeiititl 
movement ba^ received some imp^ttis 
and the Massachusetts delegation is re- 
gaining its courage. It appears that in 
a conference over a long distance tel- 
ephone, Secretary Long made it per- 
fectly plain that he doe.s not want his 
name to be unduly urged if the tide is 
toward Roosevelt. 

The Dolliver people are delighted at 
the demonstration evoked by tbeyoiing 
lowan during the parade, a.s the Illi- 
nois banners, bearing the name "Dol- 
liver" brodght but generous response. 

Senator Hanua came to tbe conven- 
tion hall, directly from his conference 
with Senator .Piatt.

OHIO'S ^AftT 

In tbe Dig Parade and Demonstra- 
tions at Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia, June 19. — More than 
five mileT of clubs, mounted, on foot, 
by coach, floats and in carriages. Inter- 
spersed with music, red fire and a cake 
walk, is tbe shortest way of describing 
tbe turnout of tbe visiting and local 
political clubs In this city. 

The police had prepared for the dem- 
onstration by rcving Hroad street. It 
was a wise forethought, for before dusk 
Philadelphia's appropriately named 
thoroughfare was a mass of humanity 
which tugged at times like an ocean 
liner. The entire line of n;ari h w as a 
crush, but that section of the street be- 
tween the city hall and the^Iotel Wal- 
ton was conspicuously animated. It 
was in this section that there was tbe 
greatest and most c rtistlc arrangement 
and display of eleclric light. Tbe south 
facade of the city ball was outlined by 
strings of incandescent bulbs which 
looked like illuminated beads. Ropes 
of similar lights extended from either 
side of the buiidlsg to the summit uf 
the lofty dome, tenalaatiag at the bate 
ci tbe Penn statue. 

The parade was divided Into elgat 
divisions, in which there were more 
than 80 local clubs and about 20 visit- 
ing political organisations. The out- 
of-town clubs were scattered through 
tbe eight se?tlons and were OMorted by 
tbe club which w assigned to oater* 
tain the visiting clubmen. 

While tbe crowds were congregating 
along Broad street to view the parade 
the "neighbors of fhe president" ar- 
rived from Canton. 0. There were 160 
in the party, not ipcluding the big 
band. They were met by a local recep- 
tion committee and escorted through 
the gathering crowds to tbe national 
head(iuartirs. where they serenaded 
Senator Hanna and other political 
leadehi gathered there. Tbe appear- 
ance of the CantOnites provoked much 
enthusiasm and they were greeted all 
along the line by continuous cherrinp. 

Governor George K. Nash was made 
chairman of the Ohio delegation. 



The Decorations. 

Philadelphia, June 19.— The decora- 
tions ct tbe convention ball were pro- 
fuse and elaborate. The double row of 
pillars which upheld the roof were eii- 
twiued with ledar and gracefully con- 
nected with bunting cougbt up at every 
pillar with tbe state shidds. Tbe south 
end of the hall wa.s obliterated with 
flags and Inmting, through the maze of 
which a large crayon portrait of Ih'^ 
presideot looked out from an immense 
jKfaeMe&n ^ifga. It wu tha Hidbt 
striking feature of the decorations. 
The scheme of decorating the ball 
naturally carried the eye to tha Uke- 
nern of tbe party's chieftain. 

On the raised platform Immediately 
below this portrait were the seats for 
the national committee and other dig- 
nitaries, and distinguished gue,.,ts uf 

the conveatlon. Tbe (root of the plat- 
forth ¥U muied iKih ptfmt and 

greens and at each end were two Im- 
mense vases filled with spreading 
bunches of American beauty roses. On 
the chairman's desk was a small buncb 
of flowers.

Bloomington, 111. ,Juae 19.— Fire 
broke out in a laundry on Monroe 

street and resulted in a conflagration 
which wiped out half of the business 
portion of Bloomington, Including the 
finest business buildings and heaviest 
stocks of merchandise. 

Dynamite was used in demolishing 
buildings to arrest the progres.s of the 
flames, and the sho -k of an explo.iion 
caused the death of Robert L. Schmit^t, 
aged 19, who was a sufferer from heart 
trouble. 

Two side.-5 of the court house square 
are in ruins. Five blocks of buildings 
in the immediate vicinity of tbe court 
house stiuare were destroyed. The 
court house is a ruin. Its walls arc 
still standing, but the building was 
gutted from basement to dome. The 
court records were saved. 

Tbe lotal loss is variously estimated 
at from $1,500,000 to fL'.OOO.OOO. No 
lives were lost or any serious injuries 
reported. At one time it was reported 
that several firemen bad been killed, 
but this proved untrue. 

The cau.=e of the flre Is unknown. 
Theflame.s were seen breaking through 
the windows of the Monroe Laundry, 
one block northeast from tbe court 
court house, ind before the flre depart- 
ment had reached the scene, the flre had 
spread to the four story brick building 
of the B. S. Green company, adjoining. 
Owing to the fact that the water sup- 
ply wasdeftdentthellames spread rap- 
idly and within an hour the entire 
block in which it started was destroy- 
ed. _ _

The 
senator thought he was an expert In 
making the distinction, and as sooti as 
he returned from Washington a few 
days ago he went into his fields and 
gathered a quantity ot the supposed 
delicacy. Since eating the toadstools 
he has had two physicians attending 
him regularly. 

Yellow Jack In Ciibii. 
Havana, June 19. — Major Frank H. 
Edmunds of General Lee's staff is dead 
of yellow fever. Mrs. Edmunds is re- 
ported to be much better. The town 
of Quedomos has been quarantined 
against tbe barracks and no soldier is 
allowed to enter. The doctors are sat- 
isfied with the situation In Havana, 
where only a few cases have developed.

Philadelphia, June 19.— The proba- 
bilities now are that Senator Fair- 
banks of Indiana, will be tbe chairman 
of the committee on platform. It was 
at first intended that this honor should 
be conferred upon Senator Foraker, 
but the lato.-^t decision, so far as the 
party leaders can decide the question 
la advance of tbe meeting of the com - 
mittee, is to fr.msfer it to another 
State. After Senat(jr Allison's nomi- 
nating speech, Senator Foraker will 
make the principal address in nomi- 
aatlag President McKlnley. He has 
done a great deal of preparatory work 
In putting the platform In shape and is 
continuing to assist in that line. The 
instrument received several additions 
and was changed In some details, but 
it follows very closely tbe Uneo al 
ready indicated. 

A careful effort ks l)eing made to find 
a way to not entirely cut oft the hopes 
of the birnetalllsts. but there will be a 
positive declaration against silver 
coinage under present conditions. The 
resolution will probably take the shape 
of condemnation of bimetallism "ex- 
cept by Internatloaal agreement." The 
extreme gold men are demanding that 
even this implied concession shall not 
be made. 

A more delicate problem is what to 
do with the present Chinese situation. 
The embroglio in the Celestial empire 
Is so neiw, and so unprecedented a pre- 
dicament for the l.nifed State.s that It 
Is conceded that any expression on the 
subject will call for the shrewdest 
finesse. Many favor le iving it alone. 

QUIET AT ^T^LOUIS. 

Itrectcar Compitny Will Try to 
Ferret Out Oynanilte I'tiers. 

St Louis, June 19. — Strike matters 
were very quiet For tbe past few days 
the only excitement has been after 
dark from dynainitt; cartridges placed 
on the car tracks.

The ua- 
tional body indicates that labor is 
more than ever determined to triumph 
by taking official notice of strikes and 
lockouts in 10 different cities, wlice 
the membership of its affiliated unions 
is involved. "The national officers are 
now endeavoring to give the pnlons as- 
sistance by an organized effort to pre- 
vent artisans v.lio niiglit tic s((li:iig 
new fields in which to find employment 
from going to the cities. 

Cuban Investigation. 
Washington, June 19. — Captain W. 
A. Smith, one of tbe postal inspectors 
who recently refurntd from Culn, re- 
ported at the poctofflce department. He 
said that the reorganization of the Cu- 
ban postal service was well advanced 
when he left Havana, although it 
would be Impossible to say what tin 
losses will amount to until every ofilce. 
In the island has been lnvestlgate<i 
and the sales of stamps to postmasters 
checked. This work will consume sev- 
eral weeks.

Washington, June 19 .— Adjutant 
General Corbin declared positively that 

up to date only onn regiment, the 
Ninth infantry, had been ordered from 
Manilla to China. In addition to tbe 
Oregon, which Is to go up Taku from 
Hongkong, the Buffalo, with 300 green 
landsmen aboard, has been ordered at 
once from Southampton, England, to 
the Philippines, while the gunboats 
Princeton and Marietta, which are ad- 
mirably suited to service In the Pel-Ho 
river above Taku, have been held at 
Cavite under orders to be ready for 
service at any moment. A significant 
fact in this connection is that the of- 
ficial view here is still that there is not 
yet u state of war betWMa China and 
the United States. 

London, June 19. — Judging from^ho 
German offiri.ii dispat -lies, the Amer- 
ican ships took no part in the l>om- 
bardaaat of the Taku forts Sunday. 

No news has yet been received here 
of the relief of the legations at Peking 
and lCur()i)e's attention is centiMcd far 
less on the overwhelming display of 
naval force at Taku than on tbe fate 
of the diplomatic staffs and 600 cos- 
mopolitan residents guarded by a 
handful of iiiternatiimai uiarines with- 
in the legation compounds. There has 
been no news from there since June 14. 

Rumors that Japan will, as the man- 
datory of the powers, restore order in 
China, was received in a dispatch from 
Yokohama. 

Berlin dispatches intimate that Ger- 
many win not object to Japan sending 
18,000 troops while Great Britain will 
endorse tlip plan with avidity, though 
perhaps only secretely. 

The Japanes legation in London has 
ofnclal information of the dispatch of 
3,000 troops. In the meanwhile the 
British are dispatching six native reg- 
iments, besides artillery, from India. 
Tbe revolt is spreading in western 
China. The representative of Pritch- 
ard Morgan. M. P., at Cheng-Tu, wires 
that he and his party have been de- 
tained there owing to news that the 
revolution bad broken out In Ssecbuan, 
which adjoins the province of Yunnan 
also in revolt, and official news comes 
th.tt I-ondon missionary society's 
premises at Tsao-ShI, central China, 
northwest of Han Kow, have been de- 
stroyed by a mob. 

The rising seems to be spreadinsr 
witli rapidity and shows U!icxpect-?d 
organization among the anti-f :>reiga 
elements. 

The missionaries at Tsao-Shih es- 
caped and reached Han Kow safely.

German Consul Reports. 
Berlin, .June lit.— The German consul 
at Cbee Fu telegraphs that a Japanese 
torpedo bout from Taku haa bitonght 
tbe following: 

The Chinese laid torpedoes 'on the ' 
Taku river and collcoti d troops from 
Shan Hei Kwan. Tbe foreign comman- 
ders assembled oa the Rusalaa flagship 
aad addressed aa ultimatum to the 
ctxnmanBers of the Taku torts, sum- 
moning them to withdraw their troops 
before 2 o'clock June 17. At 1 a. m. 
.rnaa IT the guna ot tha tortM opeaod 
fire, to which tbe Russian. British, 
French and Japanese warships replied. 
The bombardment lasted seven hours. 
The British ships in the river between 
the fofta are reported to have been 
sunk. Tbe telegraph line and rallrttatt 
between Tien Tsin and Taku were de- 
stroyed.

When he can no h)n;^er look to the 
assassins of the mountains to protect 
him, like a craven coward he tlces from 
the scene of his crime and (Taves the 
protection of a narrow and weak-minded 
partisan, who to-day disgraces the ollice 
of Governor in the great State of Indiana 
Taylor is the monumental coward of 
Kentucky. 

OIL niOSPECTORS 



A week of showery weather, with the 
temperature sliKhtiy below normal. In 
the central and eastern portions the 
rainfall was generally not very heavy, 
but in the western portion enormous 
damage was caused by excesaiy* rainfall. 
In many localities all crops were totally 
rained, being flooded and washed on* ; 
tba axtent of this damafe cannot bo ae- 
oarateiy eatlmatod at pttirat. In local- 
ities where the crops were not destroyed 
the wheat was badly injured by being 
broken down and aoaktd; the oarly 
fields already ent art ipoUing in the 
shock. 

In the central and eastern portions a 

very difTerent picture is presented to 
view. In some localities th<-re was eo 
much rain that it prevented cultivation 
of crops, and the weeds are getting a 
dangerous start; but, generally, crops of 
all kinds are in excellent condition. In 
most places there was just rain enough 
to keep everything in good, growing con- 
dition. Tobacco has made a splendid 
start. Corn is growing rapidly. Wheat 
is ripening and, with favorable woatbor, 
a large portion of it will be harvested 
this week. Oats, grass and clover show 
great improvement Oardoaa u« in 
splendid condition. Apples are report- 
ed to be dropping, but other fruits are 
very promising. Warm, dry weathor is 
now needed for the best nanlta.
